As  another  year  of  the  After- 
School  Programme  comes  to  a 
close,  it  also  marks  the  end  ot  my 
post  as  coordinator  of  the 
programme.  After  two  years  of 
leading  the  energetic  group  of 
staff  and  panicipants,  it  is  now 
time  for  me  to  hand  over  the 
reins  to  a  new  leader.  In  reflection, 
it  is  easy  to  see  why  the 
programme  has  continued  to 
flourish  and  meet  the  needs  of 
both  the  students  and  parents.  At 
the  end  of  each  school  day,  a 
group  of  weary,  hungry  and  less 
than  pristine  boys  dragged  their 
school  bags  and  ties  towards  the 
dining  hall.  It  was  our  job  to  stimulate, 
interest  and  keep  control  of  these  fidget)' 
litde  ones  during  this  transition  time 
before  pick-up.  Although  this  sounds  like 
an  undesirable  task,  a  combinadon  of 
dvTiamic  animators  and  modvaung 
aaivities  made  my  job  an  easy  one.

Selwyn  students  use  their  free  time  to  raise  awareness 
and  improve  the  lives  of  less  fortunate  children

Free  The  Children,  a  world- 
wide youth  organization 
dedicated  to  the  elimination 
of  child  labour  was  started 
by  Craig  Kielburger  of  Toronto. 
Since  then,  it  has  spread  around  the 
world  and  has  been  introduced  into 
Selwyn  House.  Led  by  the  senior 
member  Arnold  Engel,  this  group  of 
Grade  7  students  has  been  fighting 
to  bring  child  labour  to  an  end. 
Arnold  makes  appearances  all  over 
eastern  North  America  to  give 
speeches  and  to  make  people  aware 
of  the  cruelties  involved  in  child 
labour. 

The  Montreal 
division  of  Free 
The  Children  is 
working  on  two 
campaigns.  The 
first  is  Rugmark 
and,  as  the  name 
says  it,  it  is  a 
labeling  system 
that  notifies  the 
consumer  if  a 
rug  is  not  made 
with  child 
labour.    If  a 
manufacturer 
wishes  to  have 
the  Rugmark 
stamp  on  his 
label,  he  must 
abide  by  these 
rules:  children 
must  not  work 
in  the  factory, 
the  adults 
working  there 
must  be  paid  the 
minimum  wage 
and  Rugmark 
inspectors  have 


the  right  to  inspect  the  plant  at  any 
given  time  even  without  notification. 
If  a  client  sees  the  stamp  on  a  carpet 
they  can  be  assured  that  the  carpet 
was  not  made  by  working  children. 

Since  other  cities  have  already 
introduced  Rugmark,  we  are 
confident  that  the  campaign  will 
work  well.  We  believe  that  this 
campaign  will  have  an  effect  on  the 
population  of  Montreal.  It  will  not 
only  educate  consumers  but  it  will 
have  a  much  needed  effect  overseas. 
The  Rugmark  campaign  will  help  the 
situation  but  it  is  only  a  piece  of  the 
solution. 


The  second  campaign  we  are 
working  on  is  an  awareness 
campaign.  In  this  case,  it  involves 
people  signing  petitions.  We  send 
these  petitions  off  to  world  leaders  to 
be  able  to  make  child  labour  one  of 
their  top  priorities.  It  is  important  to 
let  people  know  about  the  harsh 
realities  of  children's  lives. 

Free  The  Children  has  taught  us 
many  things.  This  world  is  not 
perfect.  There  are  problems  and  we 
have  to  try  and  solve  them.  Children 
can  make  a  difference.

Hours  of  liard  work.  Sleepless  nights. 
Dropping  with  fatigue.  These  were  some 
of  the  man\'  s\'mptoms  that  the  parents 
of  all  Science  Fair  participants  felt  during 
the  weeks  before  the  find  day.  They  then 
watched  the  disappointed  or  perhaps 
ecstatic  foces  of  their  children,  as  diey 
venaired  to  a  nearby  restaurant  for  a 
celebration  or  a  raising  of  spirits.  But  now 
we  are  bevond  that;  we  are  at  the  next 
level  of  labour,  pain,  and  reward.  We  are 
at  the  Montreal  Regional  Science  Fair. 

In  the  mondi  of  March,  seven  Selw)'n 
HoiLse  groups  were  sent  to  the  second 
level  of  competiuon:  die  Montreal 
Regional  Science  Fair.  One  Sunday 
morning,  ten  students  accompanied  by 
nvo  teachers  entered  the  Pierrefonds 
Comprehensive  High  School,  excited, 
anticipating  the  adventure  that  awaited 
us.  Once  in  the  g)Tnnasium,  we  were 
astounded.  There  stood  before  us  a  gym 
made  up  of  more  than  four  basketball 
courts  filled  completely  by  Science  Fair 
[irojects.  Our  next  move  was  namral:  we 
put  our  projects  on  their  tables,  set  them 
up,  and  wandered  through  more  than 
one  hundred  and  sL\t)'  projects!  The  wide 
range  of  topics  was  amazing:  fi'om  inter- 
molecular  bonding  mechanisms  to  sonar 
talking  glasses  for  the  blind.  We  knew 
that  standing  out  would  be  difficult. 

Monday  the  first  day  of  judging,  was 
as  nerve-racking  a  day  as  they  come.  For 
hours  we  sat  in  our  chairs,  watching 
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Medal  recipients  with  science  teachers  George  Ladd 
and  Dean  Phillips. 

judges  circling  their  prey  like  vultures, 
waiting  only  for  the  right  time  to  strike. 
But  eventually  the  ume  passed,  and  we 
could  relax  and  enjoy  our  lunches. 
From  then  to  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday, 
we  passed  our  time  much  the  same  way. 
We  would  explain  our  projects  to  public 
viewers  for  hours,  every  so  oft:en  leaving 
our  projects  to  take  a  look  at  the 
wonders  being  displayed  at  this  festival 
of  inventive  and  scientific  genius. 
Eventually,  the  time  came;  on 


Tuesday  afternoon,  we  were  all  called  to 
assemble  in  the  main  auditorium.  Then 
our  anxiety  really  started  to  build. 
Announcement  after  announcement, 
award  by  award,  the  hours  passed  away, 
each  speech  bringing  new  hopes  to  our 
hearts.  In  the  end,  we  emerged 
victorious  and  quite  successfiil.  Selwyn 
House  School  won  a  total  of  two  bronze 
medals,  one  silver,  one  gold,  atid  two 
special  awards,  one  of  which  consisted  of 
a  $  1 00  cash  prize.  The  one-man-team  of 
Nathan  Vexler,  won  a  bronze  medal  for 
his  project  Slippery  Rods.  Robbie 
Campbell,  won  a  bronze  medal  for  his 
project  Ping-Pong-Ptmg.  The  team  of 
Kyam  Shell-Schnitzer  and  Steven 
Frankel  won  a  silver  medal  for  their 
project  Choking  your  Heart.  The  team  of 
Ilia  Auerbach-Ziogas  and  Alan  Murgita 
won  a  gold  medal  for  their  project  The 
AIDS  Virus  and  How  It  Affects  Your 
Immune  System. 

No  doubt,  the  hard  work  and 
anxiety  had  been  worth  it.  All  paled  in 
comparison  to  the  reward  of  the 
amazing  experience.  Meeting  new 
people,  learning  new  things,  and  the 
pure  excitement  were  invaluable  and 
made  the  Science  Fair  something 
definitely  worth  doing  again.  A  big 
thank  you  to  all  who  supported  us, 
especially  our  teachers  George  Ladd  and 
Dean  Phillips. 


At  7:00  P.M.  on  Friday  May  8,  die 
Middle  School  Players  put  on  their 
annual  production.

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As  summer  approaches,  let  me 
take  this  chance  to  pass  on  to 
you  some  hints  for  interesting 
summer  reading  gleaned 
from  summers  past  as  well  as  from  titles 
that  I  hope  to  read  in  the  future. 

Some  of  you  may  already  know  that 
I  spend  my  summers  as  a  volunteer  lor 
the  United  States  National  Park  Service 
in  Yosemite  National  Park  in  California. 
I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Yosemite 
Association  since  I  was  a  litde  girl  when 
the  support  amciliar)'  lor  the  Park  was 
called  the  Yosemite  Namral  Histor)' 
Association.   My  duties  include  giving 
the  introduction  slide  show  lecture  in 
the  Yosemite  Valley  Visitor  Center, 
working  as  a  docent  in  the  gallen,'  of  the 
Valley  Museum,  and  stor)'  telling  in  the 
evenings  in  the  Sierra  Club's  Joseph  Le 
Conte  Memorial  Lodge.  I  have  come 
across  some  wonderful  reading  during 
my  volunteering,  and  I  am  happy  to 
pass  some  ol  these  titles  on  to  the 
Selw\'n  House  family.  Many  of  these 
tides  are  in  the  collection  of  our  SHS 
library. 

Most  people  associate  mountains 
with  wildlife  and,  yes,  Yosemite  has 
wonderful  bear,  cougar,  deer  and 
raccoon  literature  and  anecdotes.  Did 
you  know,  for  example,  that  the  only 
fatality  ever  caused  by  an  animal  in 
Yosemite  was  caused  by  a  deer,  not  a 
bear  or  a  cougar?  One  ol  our  newest 
bear  books  at  SHS  is  a 
Ferguson/Yosemite  Association 
donation  called  Bears:  Their  Life  and 
Behavior  by  William  Ashworth.  With 
photos  by  Art  Wolfe,  it  is  a 
photographic  study  of  the  North 
American  species.  Reading  it  will  give 
you  a  clear  picture  of  how  very 
intelligent  these  powerful  mammals 
are.  Perhaps  they  are  too  intelligent  for 
their  own  good.  Discontinued  for 
some  time,  the  fift)'-year-old  park 
practice  of  feeding  bears  in  the  evening 
at  garbage  dumps  to  give  an  interesting 
ranger-led  lecture  lor  the  visitors  has 
led  to  near  tragic  results.  The  bears 
have,  over  generations,  taught  their

progeny  that  humans  equal  food  and 
that  human  buildings  and  cars  and 
dumpsters  are  fair  game  for  foraging. 
The  summer  before  last,  a  weekly 
bulletin  asked  park  employees  to 
immediately  call  for  aid  if  garbage 
dumpsters  in  campgrounds  began  to 
show  signs  of  bear  activit}';  the  Yosemite 
bear  cubs  were  beginning  to  show  up  in 
the  Fresno/Great  Central  Vallev  land

fill/dump!  This  spring  the  Y.A.  journal 
featured  a  cover  story  on  the  intelligence 
of  bears  and  how  we  must  learn  to 
channel  it.  This  anicle.    Three  Bears  Too 
Clever  to  Live,  about  some  Yosemite 
bears  I  knew  personally,  was  wrinen  by 
William  Booth,  the  Washington  Post 
Staff  Writer.  It  originally  appeared  in 
December  1 997  in  the  Washington  Post 
and  can  be  seen  on  the  Web  at  the 
Washington  Post  website.  (Hopefully 
this  will  soon  be  put  in  the  librar)' 
section  of  the  SHS  home  page  as  an 
HTML  link.) 

On  a  lighter  note.  United  States 
Park  Ranger,  Nevada  Barr  has  a 
wonderfiil  series  of  wilderness-based 
myster)'  stories.  I  particularly 


recommend  Firestorm.  The  volimteers 
were  all  reading  it  two  simimers  ago 
when  the  fires  were  raging  in  the  Sierra 
High  Country  and  I  was  introducing 
Yosemite  to  Apache  Hot  Shot  Fire 
Fighters  on  rest  and  recreation  in  the 
Valley 

The  Senior  boys  have  enjoyed 
readings  from  Wilderness  Search  and 
Rescue  by  Tim.  J.  Semick  and  excerpts 
from  Aid  Climbitig  by  Mr.  Mike 
Corbett,  whose  50  trips  up  the  face  of 
the  cliff  make  him  somewhat  of  an 
expert.  These  books  have  added 
interesting  background  information  to 
the  enjoyment  of  a  wildly  popular 
Senior  Reading  List  book,  Lnto  Thin  Air, 
Jon  Krakauer  s  account  of  rich  joippies 
buying  extreme  outings  on  the  lace  of 
Everest.  One  of  the  favourite  books  in 
SHS  Librar)'  for  rock  climbers  is  the 
Best  of  Ascent,  a  journal  begun  in  1 979 
by  Yosemite  Climbers  Galen  Rowell, 
Steve  Roper  and  Royal  Robbins. 

And,  of  course,  brand  new,  and  a 
gift  to  the  volunteers  from  The 
Yosemite  Association,  is  a  beautiful 
picture  book  called  Two  Bear  Cubs,  a 
retelling  by  Robert  D.  San  Souci  with 
illustrations  by  Daniel  San  Souci.  The 
book  explains  the  origin  ot  the  Yosemite 
Miwok  or  Ahwaneechee  name  for  El 
Capitan;  Tu-tok-a-nu-la,  which  means 
Measuring  Worm  Stone.  Are  you 
intrigued?  It  is  a  wonderfiil  tale  of  how 
a  lowly  inch  worm  rescues  two 
California  grizzly  bear  cubs  who  fell 
asleep  on  top  of  the  stone  which  grew 
under  them  to  become  the  giant  granite 
monolith  which  climbs  all  over  North 
America  and  the  woHd  called  El  Cap.

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Students  travel  to  Italy  over  the  March  Break  to  take  in  the  sights,  sounds, 
and  wonders  of  a  country  rich  in  culture  and  history.

On  March  14,  a  group  of 
eighteen  Selwyn  House 
boys  from  Grades  7,  8,  and 
9  embarked  on  a  trip  to 
Italy  accompanied  by  three  staff 
members.  The  next  ten  days  were  filled 
with  exploring  three  ver}'  different 
cities  in  this  fascinating  country: 
Sorrento,  Rome,  and  Florence.  We 
traveled  by  comfortable  buses  and  were 
fortunate  enough  to  stay  in  lovely 
European  hotels.  Our  walking  shoes 
were  put  to  good  use,  as  were  our 
cameras. 

From  Sorrento,  we  took  day  trips  to 
the  island  of  Capri,  the  ruins  at 
Pompeii,  and  the  well-preserved 
Roman  resort  town  of  Herculaneum,

which  was  also  buried  during  the  AD 
79  eruption  of  Vesuvius.  While  in 
Rome,  our  forays  included  a  walking 
tour  of  this  magnificent  city,  the 
Vatican  and  the  breathtaking  Sistine 
Chapel,  the  Forum  and  Colosseum,  as 
well  as  a  professional  soccer  game. 
Florence  was  restfiil  afi:er  the  stressful 
noise  and  bustle  of  Rome,  and  we  took 
advantage  of  the  relative  ease  we  felt  to 
walk  around  the  city  as  much  as 
possible.  The  walking  tour  of  this  city 
helped  us  to  gain  our  bearings  and,  at 
the  same  time,  to  introduce  us  to  some 
of  the  most  breathtaking  architecture 
to  be  seen  in  Europe.  The  Ufifizi 
Museum  occupied  a  morning,  which 
was  ended  perfectly  by  a  trek  to  the 
Accademia  to  see  Michelangelo's 
David.  Our  last  day  was  spent  in  the 
Tuscan  countryside,  riding  mountain 
bikes  and  playing  soccer. 

The  knowledge  and  experience 
acquired  during  this  trip  will  never  be 


forgotten,  as  is  proven  whenever  one  of 
the  boys  (in  this  case,  James  DiMiele) 
remarks  when  reading  the  history  text, 
"We  saw  this  Giotto  fresco  in 
Florence!"  In  addition  to  viewing 
famous  works  of  art  in  both  cathedrals 
and  museums,  we  climbed  the  steps  of 
ancient  Roman  ruins,  negotiated  the 
roads  that  the  Romans  had  built 
thousands  of  years  ago,  learned  the 
polite  way  of  ordering  a  Coke  in 
Italian,  and  observed  the  most  effective 
method  of  scaring  off  a  group  of 
slightly  aggressive  Italian  students. 
There  was  rarely  a  difficulty 
encountered  with  the  boys'  appetites; 
they  were  more  than  happy  to  tuck 
into  the  delicious  pastas  and  pizzas  we 
were  served.  Mother  Nature  was  also 
very  generous.  While  our  families  were 
in  Montreal  dealing  with  yet  another 
winter  blizzard,  we  were  basking  in  the 
beautiful  sunny  weather  that  made  the 
long  flight  worth  every  minute.

On  Monday,  May  4,  the 
Selwv'n  House  senior  art 
classes  and  the  E.C.S.  art 
classes  shared  a  bus  to  the 
National  Gallerv'  of 
Canada  in  Ottawa. 
Upon  arrival,  we  were 
split  into  groups  and 
given  a  fascinating  tour 
of  the  Picasso  exhibit. 
This  show  displays 
much  art  from  the  early 
stages  of  Picasso's  career, 
when  he  did  more 
realistic  paintings, 
through  his  cubist 
period,  which  resulted  in 
some  of  the  most 
famous  works  he 
created,  to  the  end  of  his 
lite,  when  he  produced 
sculptures  and  some 
even  more  bizarre 
paintings. 

One  of  the  best 
things  about  attending 
the  show  was  seeing  the 
paintings  that  we  had 
studied,  such  as  The 
Three  Musicians  and  Girl 
Before  a  Mirror.  Our 
tour  guide  gave  us 
interesting  explanations 
and  anecdotes  about  the 
life  of  Picasso,  going 
into  detail  about  his 
roots,  inspirations,  and 
quirks.  We  learned  how 
his  paintings  almost 
always  reflected  the 
woman  with  whom  he 
was  currently  involved. 

It  was  an  unbelievable 
opportunit)'  to  see  the 
works  from  the  Museum 
of  Modern  Art  in  New 
York  put  into 


chronological  order  for  easier  study. 
We  saw  some  works  that  none  of  us 
had  ever  seen  before.  Although  it  was  a 
treat  to  see  the  paintings  which  we  had 


studied,  the  ones  that  we  had  not 
studied  interested  me  more  because 
they  were  a  totally  new  experience. 
The  most  intriguing  work  to  me  was 
She  Goat,  a  sculpture 
made  from  old  scrap 
metal  stuck  together  to 
make  a  goat.  We  all 
liked  it  because  we  were 
not  familiar  with 
Picasso's  sculptures.  It 
was  a  nice  change  of 
medium,  and  the  goat 
was  most  amusing. 
After  the  Picasso 
tour,  we  all  walked 
downtown  for  lunch 
and  a  chance  to  walk 
around  Ottawa.  Upon 
returning  to  the  gallery, 
the  SHS  boys  were 
shown  the  Impressionist 
paintings  in  the  Galler}' 
collection,  while  the 
ECS  girls  toured  the 
works  of  Canadian 
artists. 

The  two  tours  were  a 
great  supplement  to  the 
art  history  that  the 
Matric  class  has  studied, 
and  the  whole  group 
appreciated  and  enjoyed 
them.  At  the  end  of  the 
day,  we  all  got  back  on 
the  bus  and  headed  for 
Montreal,  thinking  what 
a  eireat  day  it  had  been.

Once  again,  this  year,  all  Grade  9, 
10  and  1 1  students  were  entered  in  the 
Canadian  Mathematics  Competition, 
sponsored  by  the  Universit)'  of  Waterloo 
and  the  National  Bank  of  Canada. 

We  are  panicularK'  proud  of  the 
achievement  of  our  Grade  lis.  Seven  of 
them  placed  on  the  Quebec  Honour  Roll, 
while  four  of  those  seven  were  named  to 
the  Canadiati  Honour  Roll.  Won  Jun  Bae, 
Jonathan  How,  Ian  Ratzer  and  David 
Anderson  had  scores  among  the  top  1  % 
of  all  candidates  across  Canada.
